MANAMA, Feb 14, (APy. A long-time British 
nurse se nt e n ce d to a two-month jaH term in Qatar 
on charges of wilfully harming an infant girl said 
today she remained baffled as to why she had been 
convicted. 

“I am at a loss. Everyone is baffled,” said Mis. 
Valerie Coakes, 49, of M a n chester, about the case 
involving the infant's “virginity.” 

Cookes, who spoke to the Associated Press by 
tdephone from Bahrain, said thm included the 
Dutch head of the gynaecology department at the 
Hamid Medical Corporation, where she was work- 


ing, and his Egyptian assistant. 

Last June, while shewason duty at tbe hospital, a 
National Health Service establishment for Qatar, 
she found a bedouin mother frantically complain- 
ing about her 1 1 /2-year-old gjii “having lost her 
virginity” — a serious problem in oriental societies.

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LONDON, Feb 14, (Reuter): 
One in four babies in Britain 
are now born to unmarried 
parents and the rates of divorce 
and homelessness are on the 
rise, according to government 
figures published. 

People in Britain had more 
money to spend during the 
1980s but a credit boom, partly 
staunched by rising interest 
rates, meant household debt 
almost doubled between 1981 
and 1988, the central statistical 
office said in its annual survey 
of British society called “Social 
Trends.’’ 

“Birtts outride marriage are 
increasing very qnkfcly and if it 
goes on at this rate there wiDbe 
no births inride marriage in a 
few years’ tune,” the survey's 
author Tom Griffin told a news 
conference. 

But Britain hi still far behind 
Sweden where the number of 
babies born outside wedlock 
has reached 50 per cent. A table I 
of selected international com- 
parisons put Greece at the 
lowest rate with two per cent. 

Tbe surrey painted a gloomy 
picture of the rising number of 
homeless people in Britain. In 
1988 local authorities managed 
to find accommodation for 
135,000 homeless individuals 
and families — four per cent 
more than in the previous year 
— but more than 60,000 could 
not be housed. 

Divorces increased through 
tbe 1980s and Britain bad the 
second highest rate in the 12- 
nation European Economic 
Omunmuty after Denmark.

MADE 'IN’ SONY 
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Colombia 



WASHINGTON, Feb 14, 
(UPI): A. navy amphibious 
assault ship with a contingent of 
fully aimed marines and a des- 
troyer were stationed off Colom- 
bia yesterday in a “prudent, log- 
istical manoeuvre” for President 
Bush's drug-summit meeting, 
the Pentagon announced. 

The assault ship USS Nassau 
left the United States Feb S, 
joined up with the escort des- 
■ USS Sampson and arrived 
on the coast of Colombia on 
Monday. 

The Nassau normally carries 
1.900 fully aimed mari nes, the 
navy said. But the navy and US 
officials refused to say exactly 
how many marines were aboard 
for the Colombian trip. 

The Bush administration also 
pointedly refrained from declar- 
ing the operation past of the 
security precautions for the 
president's one-day visit Thurs- 
day to Cartagena, Colombia. 

“We have the USS Nassau 
located off a Colombia to 
provide logistical support to the 
US part at the Cartagena sum- 
mit," Pentagon spokesman Bob 
Hall said. “Part of its normal 
complement are Marine corps 
troops and their equipment- 
“It’s a prudent, logistical man- 
oeuvre that we’re undertaking in 
conjunction with the govern- 
ment of Colombia, winch is 
providing a Colombian escort 
ship Hall said. “All the ships 
will be in international waters. 

“These ship movements have 
been undertaken with the full 
consultation of the Colombian 
government and will be executed 
with the full co-operation of the 
Colombian navy,” Hall said. 

A defence official who spoke 
on condition of anonymity said 
the Nassau was expected to be 
used as a “sort of hotel” for the 
secret service and other security 
forces. 

In Bogota, Colombian offi- 
cials also said the Nassau would 
supply helicopters to fly Bush 
ana his entourage from the 
Barranquilla airport to the sum- 
mit site in Cartagena. 

A Pentagon official said that 
while the Nassau and Sampson 
are there mainly for those types 
of logistical purposes, “if any- 
thing happens, they would be 
prepared.” 

Bush will meet in Cartagena 
with the leaders of Colombia, 
Peru and Bolivia to discuss form- 
ing a common anti-drug 
strategy. 

His trip is being watched 
closely because of the cocaine 
drug cartels' war of bombings 
and assassinations against 
Colombia's government in 
retaliation for its crackdown on 
the drug trade.

LA PAZ, Bolivia, Feb 14, (AP): Bolivian President . 
Jaime Paz Zamora said yesterday, on the eve of his 
trip to the drug summit in Colombia, that alter- 
native development is the key to the eradication of 
coca leaf and that consuming nations must do their 
part to combat drugs. 

President Alan Garda of Peru said he is planning 
to ask the United States for economic aid to enable 
coca-producing fanners to switch to other crops. 

Garcia, Paz Zamora and Virgilio Barco of 
Colombia are to meet US President Geroge Bush in 
Cartagena, Colombia, today to discuss the inter- 
national drug-trafficking problem. 

Garcia said yesterday he will ask for aid so 
Peruvian peasants can switch from growing coca — 
the raw material for cocaine — to coffee or other 
crops. 

“Coca reduction in exchange for development — 
that is our promise,” Paz Zamora told reporters 
yesterday. “We are proposing investments in the 
Bolivian economy. It is not just a question of sub- 
stituting one hectare of coca for oranges or coffee 
but the development of the country because coca is 
an integral part of the economy.” 

He said that the development process means 
transforming Bolivia economically so that it will no 
longer depend on coca farming and cocaine produc- 
tion for a large share of its export earnings. 

The Bolivian government says that cocaine brings 
in $500 to $600 million a year. The US government 
says the figure is closer to $150 to $280 million. The 
country's legal export earnings for 1989 were $600 
million. 

Paz Zamora praised Bush “because he is showing, 
unlike any other US president, that the cocaine 
problem is a global one.” 

Bolivia's president called for the establishment of 
an emergency fund to handle the problem of unem- 
ployment and poverty that would be created as coca 
plants are eradicated. 

He said, however, that he was not going to Car- 
tagena to ask for specific amounts of US aid but to 
present Bolivia's viewpoint on the matter of alter-

American students 


WASHINGTON, Feb 14, (Reuter): American high school seniors and 
college students were only half as likely to use illicit drugs regularly in 
1989 as were their counterparts a decade ago. according to a un iversity 
survey unveiled at the White House yesterday. 

While just over half of the respondents admitted to having tried illegal 
drugs at least once in their lives, the annual University of Michigan 
survey showed that declining trends in experimentation and tegular use 
of cocaine, marijuana, amphetamines and tranquillisers continued in 
1989. 

“The movement away from drug use mns broad and deep among high 
school seniors." said William Bennett, the White House anti-narcotics 
chief. 

The survey, issued as President George Bush prepared for Thursday's 
four-nation drug summit in Colombia, showed that 19.7 per cent of the 
students had used an 0 licit drug within the previous month, compared 
with 38.9 per cent in 1979. 

At the same time, 50.9 per cent said they tried illegal drugs at some 
point in their lives, down from 53.9 per cent in 1988 ana a high of 65.1 per 
cent in 1979. 

But use of “crack" the highly addictive, smokeable form of cocaine 
that has been particularly prevalent in inner cities showed virtually no 
decline in use over the past year, with 4.7 per cent of the respondents 
saying they have tried it. 

Use of Marijuana, the most popular illegal drugamong young people, 
continued a long-term decline, with 43.7 per east of the respondents 
saying they had smoked it at least once ana 16.7 per cent admitting to 
bang regular users. The number of regular marijuana smokers peaked at 

37.1 per cent in 1978, the survey said. . 

Regular use of cocaine other than “crack" fdl sharply in 1989, with 
only 8.5 percent of the respondrouadmittug tohaving used it within the 
previous month, compared with 12.1 percent in 1988.

Pakistan bans Newsweek over Rushdie story 


ISLAMABAD, Feb 14, (Reuter): Pakistan has 
belatedly banned an issue of Newsweek magazine 
for carrying an interview with British author Sal- 
man Rushdie, saying it offended the country’s 
Islamic beliefs. 

A government official said today an adminis- 
trative mistake allowed copies of the magazine's Feb 
12 edition onto the newstands, but efforts were 
being made to seize any unsold copies. 

Rushdie has spent the past year in hiding in 
Britain after the late Iranian religious leader 
Ayatollah Khomeini branded his book “The 


Satanic Verses" a heresy and ordered Muslims to 
kill the author. 

Khomeini’s successor. Ayatollah Ali Khamenei, 
this week called Indian-born Rushdie a lapsed 
Muslim. 

Pakistan was one of the first nations to ban the 
book, which sparked an attack on the US cultural 
centre in Islamabad a year ago in which six people 
were killed.

the plane or force an aborted takeoff, the FAA s aid. 

The work would be relatively ample and cost about 


$g? n per plane, the FAA said in issuing a proposed 
airworthiness directive. The directive would become final 
after a 60-day period for comment. 

The order came as the National Transportation Safety 
Board opened a four -day hearing in New York City into 


the Sept 20 crash of US Air Flight 5050 that killed two 
people. The plane skidded off the end of the La Guardia 
airport runway into the East River and broke into several 
pieces in an aborted takeoff, and investigators are examin- 
ing a possbie rudder control problem. 

The FAA order would cover all 737-300 and 737-400 
models, affecting 641 airplanes world-wide. Although 
FAA orders do not directly apply to planes flown by 
foreign airfares, they usually comply. 

The alteration, designed by Boeing, would replace a 
rudder trim knob located at tire rear of a console between 
the two pilots and install a protective guardrail behind the 

knob to prevent h from bemg inadvertently knocked out of 

alignment. The new knob would be round and fluted 
instead of wedge-shaped. 
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right before the misunderstand- 
ing — apparently because of a 
problem with the rudder — and it 
continued to do so after the tnis- 
co mmuni carion, when apparen- 
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tly no one was steering the plane 
for several seconds. 

Martin then grabbed the con- 
trols and aborted the takeoff on 
the rain-slickened La Guardia 
airport runway, according to the 
testimony. 

In addition to the two fatalities 
31 people were hospitalised after 
the plane broke up and partially 
sank in the river. 

Both members of the crew tes- 
tified that they were having trou- 
ble with iheplane’s rudder before 
the accident, and the rudder is a 
focus of the NTSB hearings.

WASHINGTON. Feb 14, 
(Reuter): The United States is 
trying 10 improve an education 
system that produces milli ons of 
citizens who cannot read, write 
or add — let alone find their 
country on a map. 

A string of recent surveys that 
plumbed the depth of ignorance 
among American students has 
produced cries of alarm here and 
prompted predictions that the 
United States will turn into a 
second-rate power unless some- 
thing is done soon. 

In his first Slate of the Union 
message since taking office a year 
ago. President George Bush 
promised to wipe out illiteracy in 
the next decade and declared that 
“by the year 2000, US students 
must be first in the world in 
mathematics and science 
achievements.” 

They have a long way to go. 
American students were 
placed 14th in a recent general 
science test conducted in 16 
countries. In a separate survey of 
chemistry' students, the United 
States came 12 out of 14. hi a 
mathmetics test, Lhey were last. 

They also fare badly in other 
fields. After 12 years of school, 
more than half the students tes- 
ted in a nation-wide survey did 
not read well enough to under- 
stand articles in such publica- 
tions as Time or Newsweek 
magazines. 

In writing tests conducted by 
the National Assessment of 
Education Progress, an organ- 
isation Financed by the federal 
government, student perfor- 
mance in all age groups was rated 
“ minimal ** or “unsatisfactory. 1 * 
“The reading and writing 
skills of American students 
remain dreadfully inadequate,** 
Education Secretary Lauro 
Cavazos lamented when he 
released the test results in Jan- 
uary. 

A huge number of Americans 
lack even rudimentary reading 
skills. According -to Bush; there 
are 17 million illiterates in this 
country of 245 million people. 
Other estimates put the number 
as high as 23 million. 

In percentage terms, that 
ranks the Umtwi States among 
Third World nations — along- 
side Nicaragua and below Cuba. 

In an international geography 
test conducted by the National 
Georgraphic Society last year, 
young Americans came tenth out 
of ten. Fourteen per cent could 
find their own country on a 
world map and 32 per cent failed 
.to find Vietnam, where more 
than 50,000 Americans died in a 


Disturbing US finding 

Late degree 

WASHINGTON, Feb 14,(UPI): Earning a bachelor's degree in 
four years is a “thing of the past" for the vast majority of students 
enrolling in college, according to a study released yesterday. 

The National Institute of Independent Colleges anu Univer- 
sities report used Education Department records to track 28,000 
students, who graduated from high school in 1980 and went to 
college, over a six -year period. 

Oscar Porter. N1ICU assistant executive director and author 
of the study, said a half century of studies have found that about 
50 per cent to 55 per cent of students who begin college earn a 
degree. 

But the report found only 1 5.5 per cent of the 1980 high school 
"graduates who went to college had received a degree in the 
traditional four years. 

However, by 1986, 40.7 per cent had earned a degree, 4.5 per 
cent were enrolled for a sixth year, and 10.4 per cent were in 
school after delaying enrollment or leaving college fora time and 
enrolling again. Dropouts made up 44.3 per cent of the total. 

“Students are taking more time to complete their degrees,” 
Porter said. "The four-year bachelor's degree is a thing of the 
past for the vast majority of students.” 

The study found students from the upper classes and with 
greater ability had higher completion rates with two exceptions. 
Economic status had little effect of Hispanics, and the two 
quarter of black students were less likely to earn a degree than any 
black students other than those in the lowest quarter. 

Porter said the “disturbing'’ finding on black students might 
reflect the small number included in the sample. But he said that 
as a researcher it “set off warning bells” and should point the way 
for future studies. 

“The loss of this segment of the most academically talented 
black students has dire implications for colleges and universities, 
for the black community, and Tor the nation,*’ he wrote in the 
report.

At the top layer of the 
educational system there are 
high-fee universities that are the 
envy of the world — Harvard, 
Yale, Stanford and the Massa- 
chusetts Institute of Tech- 
nology, to name a few. 

At the lower levels, academics 
say, millions of children go 
through overcrowded public 
schools where violence and drug- 
dealing compete with academic 
subjects. 

Most experts agree that the 
problem lies at the elementary 
and high school levels rather 
than with universities — but even 
their graduates show huge gap: 
in general knowledge.

Africa must reform to stem money, brain drain: UN 


ARUSHA, Tanzania, Feb 14, (Reuter); 
African governments must involve their peo- 
ple more in running their countries to prevent 
the continent losing its chief assets — brains 
and money. 

A top United Nations expert on African 
affairs said today the world's poorest contin- 
ent was suffering a haemorrhage of skilled 
workers and capital because many states had 
failed to give citizens a say in their future. 

“The process of a alienation has become so 
acute and widespread that otherwise patriotic 


people have been left with no option than to 
transfer their patronage and capital abroad, 
although they risk being second-dassordass- 
less citizens in foreign countries,” said 
Adebayo Adedeji, headof the UN Economic 
Commission for Africa. 

"Capital flight and brain dram are two of 
the gravest dangers that we have to fight 
against most vigorously,” he told Reuters in 
an interview. 

Adedeji was interviewed during a five-day 


UN conference designed to promote a more 
democratic approach to developmenL 

It was attended by some 400 delegates, 
including African officials and represen- 
tatives from foreign donor nations, African 
trade unions and youth and women's groups. 

Adedeji said a lack of rights, such as 
freedom of speech, in many authoritarian 
states had demotivated people, leading to 
lower productivity and contributing to 
Africa's severe economic problems.

Cheney flew in from Hawaii, 
where he reviewed overall US 
military deployment and the 
latest Soviet military moves in 
the pacific. Seoul was his first 
Asian stop in a two-week tour 
that also will take him to Hong 
Kong, Manila and Tokyo. 

“The US commitment to 
(South) Korea remains firm and 
unequivocal ... and there should 
be no misunderstanding regard- 
ing the firmness of that commit- 
ment," he said. 

Cheney was to formally begin 
his South Korean visit tomorrow 
by receiving a briefing from US 
military officials and holding 
talks with his South Korean 
counterpart, Lee Sang-Hoon. In 
between, he was to meet with 
President Rob Tae-Woo. 

On Friday, the secretary is to 
visit US and South Korean units 
along the frontline and the truce 
village of Panmunjom inside the 
demilitarised zone separating 
South and North Korea.

Cheney is scheduled to leave 
for Hong Kong early Saturday 
en route to Manila for three days 
of talks and visits to Clark Air 
Base and the Subic Bay naval 
base, a among the largest 
American military installations 
outside the US. 

Although he will have a round 
of meetings Monday with Philip- 
pines officials. President 
Corazon Aquino has said she will 
not meet with him. 

Aquino is angry thatPresident 
George Bush's administration 
hasn't met payments on its bases 
in the Philippines.

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Dramatic moves help establish new world structure 


WASHINGTON, Feb 14. (AP): The past 
week’s dramatic moves by the United States, 
the Soviet Union and their chief allies has 
established a framework for the most sweep- 
ingEast-West changes since World War II. 

The agreements open the way for the reun- 
ification of Germany, the reduction of super- 
power forces in Europe and the expansion of 
US-Soviet trade. 

Last week m the Soviet Union, President 
Mikhail Gorbachev won an endorsement 


from the Communist Party central committee 
for his plan to give up the party's monopoly 
on power for the first time in about 70 years. 

US Secretary of State James Baker, who 
visited Moscow last week, and Gorbachev 
made progress toward an agreement for deep 
cuts in the superpowers' long-range nuclear 
arsenals. 

The swiftly moving talks culminated in 
Ottawa yesterday with the announcement of a 
framework for German unification — agreed 


upon by the United States, Britain. France, 
the Soviet Union, and East and West Ger- 
many —and a US-Soviet agreement to reduce 
the number of soldiers they have stationed in 
Central Europe. 

Germany, divided since the country’s 
defeat in World War II in 1945, serves as die 
deployment point for more than 500,000 
foreign soldiers who have raced each other 
through the US-Soviet cold war. 

"This (reunification agreement shows

Environmentalists warn of cancer: a 

wide range ot SupermarVci foods in the UK mduding 
brown bread and tomato ketchup are contaminated 
with “alarming levels" of a chemical linked to cancer , 
according to a warning yesterday. 

Environmentalists issued the warning after com- 
missioning their own tests on the products from a 
firm of consultant analysts. ; 

They cl aime d the tests revealed residuesof ethylene 
thiourea (ETU) in many processed foods. 

The chemical, derived from a commonly used class 
of fungicides, has bean linked with lung, liver and 
thyroid cancer, as wefl as birth defects. 

Particularly high levels were found in brown bread 
and tomato ketchup, according to Friends of the 
Earth environmentalist group. 

It called for immediate suspension of (he use of 
fungicides on food crops ana extensive studies to 
assess the risk to consumers. 

David 
Maclean, said yesterday that his experts will look into 
the campaigner's evidence.

DURING a symposium on aller- 
gic diseases, Dr Khadeer Abbas, 
an advisor on allergies at Kuwait 
Allergy Centre, said that vegeta- 
tion, environmental pollution 
and use of different make-up 
materials were responsible for 
the spread of allergic diseases. 

He said that among the 
reasons responsible for the 
spread of these diseases were the 
use of pesticides and insecticides, 
use -of chemical preservatives in 
packaged or. .frozen foods . and 
' continual temperature. .fluctua- 
tions that were accompanied 
with climatic phenomena, such 
as sandstorms and rise in 
humidity. 

Khadeer said that allergies 
started to emerge and spread in 
Ahmadi because it is the area 
with the largest vegetation and 
the greatest number of trees in 
Kuwait. He added that the 
speedy spread of these diseases 
called for the formation of a com- 
mittee of specialists including 


doctors of internal medicine, 
dermatologists, and ENT 
specialists. 

In 1965 the recommendations 
adopted by the committee 
provided for the establishment of 
a special uni t for the treatment of 
allergic annexed to the 

Sabah Hospital.

He noted that the cost of Kid- 
ney transplant in Kuwait is far 
low compered with expenditures 
of dialysis required by kidney 
patients. 

Dialysis in Kuwait costs the 
patient an average of KD 8.000 a 
year, where as transplant opera- 
tion cost only KD 5,000. bearing 
in mind dialysis may extend over 
many years while the transplant 
might be once in the life-time of 
the patient.

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If Pasteur Institute expects Aids vaccine in 5-7 years 




Top priority to educational programmes in ‘Kuwait Declaration 
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TODE WOR^ ean eraect a vaoflne for Aids in five to seven years, said 
Deputy Dnector of Pasteur Institute, Dr. Mare Girard who attended 
the Kuwait Third International Conference on Aids that dosed y ester- 
day. 

“Scientific research in this area is just coming out of a dark tunnel 
We are begmmng to see the first light,” he said. 

The Pms-based institute th at h a s been undertaking research to find 
as effective vaccine for Aids since 1982 has succeeded in developing a 
viK»ne that provided chimpanzees with immuni ty against the virus. 
Bm it wffl be at least a year before hccrald be tried on humans, according 


to Girard. 

He said the virus has a remarkable capacity to escape the most 
immune defences. “Moreover, there are 20 known types of virus, and 
there could be as many more. That makes finding an effective vaccine 
all the more difficult.'' 

Declaration 

Other difficulties facing researchers are questions about the virus 
that renmin unanswered such as why classical types of vacanes do not 
work. They also have to depend on genetic engineered vaccines, a 
relatively new field with very little past experience to depend on. 

Girard aim said that Chimpanzees, the only test animals that could 
be used for such research are rare and expensive. “We have to rent a 


Chimpanzee for S40.000 a year," he said. 

Meanwhile, participants at the Conference on Aids emphasised the 
need in national Aids programmes to avoid discrimination against 
those infected with the virus because such form of stigmatisation 
underlines public heal Lh. 

In the ‘Kuwait Declaration on Aids Prevention," which was announ- 
ced yesterday at the end of the three-day conference, participants also 
urged such national programmes to provide necessary support for 
families affected with the virus by mobilising health and soda] services 
to respond to emergency needs including those of abandoned and 
Orphaned children. 

The declaration gave top priority ax both local and international 
levels to educational programmes especially for young people. “We 


strongly urge that programmes for information and education on Aids 
be integrated into the school curriculum as appropriate far age and 
sex." 

Similar programmes for out-of-school children and the workplace 
were also recommended. 

“We commend the World Health Organisation’s efforts through the 
Global Programme on Aids, to provide strong, effective and co-ordin- 
ated leadership in global activities for tin prevention and control of 
Aids and for its active collaboration with member states in support of 
national Aids programmes," participants said. 

They also recognised the crucial role of women in the Global Aids 
Strategy and encouraged all natioos and peoples to participate in 
World Aids Day on Dec 1 , 1990 with the theme of “Aids and Women.”

Pharmaceutical conference 

Pharmacist must monitor 
medicine misuse: expert

THE Third Kuwait Phar- 
maceutical Science Conference 
ended yesterday at which 24 
research papers were presented. 

Main topics focussed on clin- 
ical pharmacology, phar- 
maceutical technology, medical 
plants and the new trends in 
medical sciences. 

Prof. Sobhi Said of Phar- 
maceutics — Cairo University in 
Egypt spoke about drug induced 
diseases. 

He said that the detection of 
diseases induced by misuse of 
iatrogenetic drugs is a very 
important effort by clinical phar- 
macist through patient monitor- 
ing. There is no drug known to be 
completely harmless. Thus, the 
improper use of specific drugs, 
could cause harmful effects. This 
is usually a result of poor drug 
selection and patient monitoring 
without pharmaceutical 
involvement. He added that 
among the iatrogenetic effects of 
drugs reflected are induced pep- 
tic or duodena] ulcer, 
pseudomembraneous colitis, 
ulcerative colitis, paralytic ileus, 
diarrhoea or constipation. 

Said said that kidney impair- 
ment, heppatotoxidty, asth- 
matic syndromes, depression, 
headache and hypertension are 
other diseases induced by mi«aiw 
o f drags. Also drags may 
negatively affect male or female 
sexuality. Furthermore various 
skin diseases as acne, alponcai, 
lichen planus, photosensitisation 
may be induced by spetifiedrugs. 

Monitoring 

He concluded that the clinical 
pharmacist must monitor the 
patient for the incidence of these 
diseases tn order to stop this mis- 
use and to protect the patient. 

Dr Naji M. Najib of the 
Faculty of Pharmacy, Jordan 
University of Science and Tech- 
| nology in bis research paper 


spoke about new trends in con- 
trolled drug delivery. He said 
that in recent years and due to the 
high cost of introducing new 
drug entities into the phar- 
maceutical market, drug com- 
panies have directed their atten- 
tion towards improving the 
efficacy and reducing the toxicity 
of the already existing drugs. 
This objective has been achieved 
through the production of drug 
delivery system which are desig- 
ned to deliver the drug to target 
cell, tissue or organ at a con- 
trolled and predictable rate. 

He added that these systems 
are thought to offer a number of 
advantages over conventional ■ 
dosage forms such as reduced 
frequency of dosing, improving 
patient compliance, reduced side 
effects and reduced fluctuation 
in drug levels. 

Prof. Vladimar Glisin of the 
Department of Biochemistry, at 
the Faculty of Medicine, Kuwait 
University spoke about the 
biotechnology for life. 

He said that three opportun- 
ities for modern biotechnology 
in the pharmaceutical industry 
— therapeutic, diagnostics and 
manufacture have pinpointed 
health care as the industry of 
great interest for the next decade 
or so. The industry itself needs 
modern biotechnology for 
innovation testing, evaluation 
and manufacture and as a 
research based industry it must 
have"' -high- - ' standards"- * 6f 
excellence. ‘ 

He added that from the very 
onset “biotechnology revolu- 
tion" is related m one way or the 
other to pharmaceutical uses. 
Glisin said that the recombinant 
DNA based modem biotech- 
nology has already significantly 
contributed to the creation and 
manufacture of new therapeutics 
like human growth hormone, 
human insulin, tissue type plas- 
minogen, tumour necrosis facr 
tor. In addition to the new 


therapeutics it has developed 
probes for a number of genetic 
diseases including cystic fibrosis 
and muscular distrophy. as well 
as simpler and more speafic tech- 
niques for rapid diagnosis of 
viral, bacterial and parastic 
infections. 

He added that furthermore it 
has produced infection -free 
blood products such as factors 
V1H. factor IX and human 
albumin. Vaccines for common 
diseases whooping cough, mea- 
sles, hepatitis are already being 
clinically tested. 

Glisin concluded that the 
latest and the most recent break- 
through in the possibilities to 
replacing the manufacture of 
monoclonal antibodies by 
bybridoma cell-culture with a 
genetically engineered bacteria 
avoids the use of mammalian 
cells. After alL one can grow bac- 
teria by the ton. Since mono- 
clonal antibodies that catalyze 
chemical transformations have 
been generated the major ben- 
eficiary of latest accomplish- 
ments will then undoubtedly be 
the pharmaceutical industry. 



No more 
mini-buses 
for expats 

EXPATRIATES are no more 
allowed to register mini buses in 
their names according to a 
decision issued yesterday by tl 
Interior Minister. The dedsio 
which will become effective only 
after publication in the official 
gazette, A1 Kuwait A1 Youm, 
allows only three categories to 
register mini-buses used for pas- 
senger transportation. 

According to the derision a 
new article will be added to the 
executive charter of the Traffic 
Law. The new article states that 
registration of private mini- 
buses used for passenger trans- 
portation is restricted to the foll- 
owing categories; Kuwaiti 
citizens with one 12-passenger 
bos only for those whose family 
members exceed 7, (and they 
have to submit documents prov- 
ing that)., ministries, govern- 
ment establishments and com- 
panies in which the government 
has shares in and, rental vehicle 
establishments and offices 
provided they submit documents 
proving they have a contract 
with a government or private 
side. 



Border stations 

THE committee set up by the 
Council of Ministers to follow up 
the security derisions taken by 
the cabinet, recently signed a 
contract to build three customs 
stations .at A1 AbdaUL Nuwai- 
seeb and Salmi bonier centres^ 
local daily reported.

MOSCOW, (Reuter): President Mikhail Gorbachev is acting rapidly to . 

stabilise relations with key Western powers the United States and West « 

Germany as he steers his country towards major reforms that could t 
mean a multi -party democracy. 

Decades o f prejudice against German reunification were put aside as 
Gorbachev calmly told Bonn Chancellor Helmut Kohl at the weekend . 

that it was up to East and West Germany themselves to decide how and 
at what speed to merge. * 

And, at talks last week, Soviet and US negotiators sliced through j 
much of the technical detail that is holding up strategic aims (Start) 
talks and, in the words of one US official, “broke the back” of a Start 
treaty. i 

Gorbachev dealt with Kohl and US Secretary of State James Baker , 
as debate was still raging in the Soviet U nion over a Central Committee 
meeting last week that decided to surrender the Communist Party's 70- 
year monopoly on power. 

Turmoil 

With the political ferment at home, which also indudes ethnic 
turmoil in the Caucasus and growing separatist trends in the' Baltic 
republics, the Soviet leader has evidently decided this is the time for 
strong, secure ties with the West 

Commentator Igor Belyayev, speaking on Moscow Radio, expres- 
sed a view often beard from Gorbachev supporters that all other 
problems fadng the Soviet people today were outweighed by the 
outcome of Gorbachev’s foreign policy. 

“Standing in queues, worrying about shortages, about inter-ethnic 
problems, I think we should remember that the great achievement of 
perestroika (reform) has been to remove the threat of war which hung 
over all of us," he said. 

Soviet officials are making clear that the Kremlin has dedded some 
form of German reunification is a foregone conclusion and is already 
looking to the relationship it will have to forge with the new Germany. 

Spokesman Gennady Gerasimov said that at his meeting with Kohl, 
Gorbachev “expressed the wish that when these changes take place, 
they will not destroy what has been achieved in our relations, but will 
enrich our two countries.” 

Official Soviet reports of the meeting quoted Gorbachev as stressing 
his bottom line that whatever German arrangement was worked out 
must preserve European stability, with the concerns of Germany’s 
neighbours taken into account 

Gorbachev’s remarks have set the tone for what remains a controver- 
sial subject in Moscow, with Politburo conservative Yegor Ugachev 
making clear in the Central Committee that he regarded the whole idea 
as highly dangerous. 

Conditions 

Other officials have put two specific conditions: 

— There' must be ah, hcceptable'tolution.-. to .the military balance; 
Warsaw P&rfttiefrMi' Kit CJermafiy. currently hosts 380,000 Soviet _ 
troops and West Germany 400,000 foreign Nato troops. Foreign 
Minister Eduard Shevardnadze has stated his preference for German 
neutrality — rejected by Naio — but has not ruled out other pos- 
sibilities. 

— The Germans must drop any idea of recovering territories lost to 
Poland and the Soviet Union after World Warll. 1 

Although German unity seems to be bearing down fast, with first 
moves likely after elections in East Germany on March 18, Moscow still 
appeare confident that pogresstowaidsanew European security order 
will be able to cope with the issue. 

An East- West force reduction agreement expected later this year will 
reduce the scale of the military problem by malting big cuts in the 
number of US and Soviet troops in Germany — probably to about 
200,000 men per side. 

The agreement will be signed at a summit of the 35 states party to the

Many of the niggling disputes about verifying cruise missiles, coding 
test data and counting non-deployed “spare” missiles have been 
cleared, and both countries hope to have the treaty outlines ready for 
their next summit in June. 

The summit, which will be held in the United States, is shaping up as 
another of the set-piece foreign events with which Gorbachev will 
secure his Western flank as he battles at home to transform the Soviet 
political and economic system. 

A key point in this struggle will be the next Co mm u n ist Party 
congress, now scheduled for the end of June and early July, that will 
probably witness a showdown between the reformers and the con- 
servatives.

SIR: The memories of British imperialist regime and 
their atrocities still haunt millions of Indians for they 
witnessed many sad experiences, in that era.

Ansari has never been accused of 
moral depravity, as he protested at the press con- 
ference. The media in this situation had the duty to 
dig out bis past contrary behaviour or accept it as a 
given. “In a word, the press has acted as prosecutor, 
judge and jury rolled into one, this is travesty of 
justice and fair reporting,*' wrote Professor Rah- 
matullah Khan who teaches law at Jawaharlal Nehru 
University, Ddhi. 

“Under the umbrage of ‘women’s oppression' 
Miss Dutta or her words cannot be taken for granted. 
Just the fact that woman comes out sobbing from a 
room — something which has been denied by 
Ansari's secretary — does not mean that she has been

that man?..... It is the easiest way to settle sroreswftfi 
a man by charging him and his character thus,** wrote 

a noted writer Mrs Safia Iqbal on this episode in one 
of the English dailies. 

There is one more vital aspect of this incident 
which the press should have looked into: Why did 
Miss Dutta go first to see the Cabinet Secretary and 
not to the nearest police station to lodge her com- 
plaint? and why did she wait until after the announ- 
cement of Ansari's Congress I candidature from 


Unnao? Why the report with the police was lodged on 
Oct 27, 89 instead of October II, 1989 when the 
actual incident took place? Even a casual observer 
would not have faded 1 to notice that the entire motive 
ofher allegations against Ansari was far the denial of 
Congress ticket to him and his dismissal from the 
ministry. As Mrs Safia Iqbal commenting on this 
scandal further remarked that “male chauvinism 
cannot be countered by female chauvinism. Dis- 
crimination cannot be answered by reverse dis- 
crimiriation. A man as much as a woman has an 
honour and bis modesty and honour can also be 
assaulted as much as a woman’s. 

Now the venue, ministerial offices are indeed well 
endowed but they do not generate the environment 
that can be sexually operationalised.

by Miss Mukti Dutta. 

Another aspect of the mockery of outgoing Con- 
gress government been its handling of charges 
against S.S. Mann, vis-a-vis Ansari.

On the other hand, the same government allowed 
its Home Ministry to act in a most irresponsible and 
autocratic manner rather sided with it m cooking up 
bogus and baseless charges against its own cabinet 
minister Ansari It was the same government at the 
same period of time which served the charge-sheet 
and warrant of arrest to Ansari. Perhaps any other 
prime minister than Rajiv, would have acted more 
courteously, rationally and sensibly, instead of main- 
taining conspicuous silence on the whole affair. It is 
indeed this silence of the previous government and 
Congress high command, which would convince 
anybody that the whole drama of sex scandal was 
orchestrated with the consent of the then Union 
Home Ministry and Congress Party itself.

OCCUPIED JERUSALEM, Feb 14, (AP): Para-mflitaxy border policemen 
entered a Bethlehem high school near Manger Square yesterday and teat up two 
dozen students with truncheons, metal bars and rifle bolts, Arab reporters said.

Hamoud’ s death brought to 182 the number of Palestinians killed by their 
fellow Arabs, most on suspicion of collaborating with laud's security service. 

At least 656 Palestinians have been killed by Israeli soldiers or dvffians in the 
26-month long revolt against Israeli rule in the occupied West Bank and Gaza 
Strip. Forty-three Israelis have also (tied in the violence. 

Teachers at the Bethlehem high school for boys said tbe incident occured 
during a mid-morning recess when about a dozen aimed border police entered 
thegrounds and went through the classrooms, Arab reports said. 

They said die border police continued to severely beat two dozen students, 
even after the principal and teachers tried to intervene. 

The Arab reports did not say what provoked the incident. 

Hospital officials in Behtiehem said they treated 20 students and that at least 
five ofthem suffered serious head usuries. 

The army spokesman said the regional West Bank nnfitaxy governor arrived 
at the school and spoke with teachers and students, but that nobody complained 
to him about border pofice beating students.

BONN, West Germany, Feb 14, (AP): 
East German' workers who began flee- 
ing to the West test year helped spark 
the revolution that ended communist 
dictatorship, tut they also left the once- 
vauntfcd economy badly crippled, pos- 
sibly beyond repair. 

Curtailed' productivity and a lack of 
sldlted workers’ now has helped speed 
up moves toward reunification of East 
and West Germany. On Tuesday, the 
four World War IT victors agreed to ■ 
negotiations on. rejoining the German, 
states. "• .. 

The approval of the four allies, par- 
ticnlariy me Soviet Union, came sooner 


than expected, mostly because of fears 
the East German economy wiD collapse 
before scheduled multiparty elections 
in March that are expected to replace 
the communist-dominated govern- 
ment. 

Hundreds of thousands of East Ger- 
mans. many of them skilled workers, 
fled the country last year to escape the 
orthodox socialist system. On Nov 9, 
the struggling Communist Party, 
already reeling from leadership chan- 
ges, protests and the exodus, opened 
borders to the West. 

The move was to win confidence of 
pro-democracy supporters, but it failed 


to halt the flow of people to the West. 

More than 92,000 East Germans 
have gone to the West this year, joining 
340,000 who arrived last year. 

Peter Pietsch, an economist for West 
Germany’s Commerzbank, said the 
exodus had devastated East Germany. 

“In many offices every fourth of fifth 
employee is missing,'* Pietsch told the 
Associated Press. “The country could 
face a collapse if this outflow contin- 
ues.” 

“A time bomb is ticking in the Ger- 
man Democratic Republic (East Ger- 
many),” Wolfgang RoeDer, head of 
West Germany’s Dresdner Bank, told 


the news magazine Der Spiegel. “The 
people must be able to have trust that 
the economic conditions in thier 
homeland will soon improve.” 

The East German government 
reported Tuesday that industrial 
production fell 5.6 per cent in January 
from a year earlier, mostly because of 
the exodus. 

Exports are tumbling because of 
production cuts, the government said. 

Worker shortages have been repor- 
ted across East Germany, with mail 
deliveries halted in some areas because 
of a lack of carriers and soldiers being 
used to operate trolleys. 


Strikes and slowdowns have exasp- 
erated the problems. 

For years. East Germany's economy 
was considered the strongest among 
East Europe's communist nations, 
churning out industrial goods, 
chemicals and other products for itself 
and its allies. 

' Its per capita income was higher than 
in any other East bloc nation, and twice 
that of the Soviet Union, according to 
figures released by West Germany's 
Deutsche Bank. 

' The figures showed the East German 
figure was 75 per cent of the average 
income in countries of the European 


Economic Community. 

Today the West German cabinet 
approved a supplementary 1 990 budget 
which provides 5.7 billioD marks (S3.45 
billion) in funding for "immediate 
measures” to improve living condi lions 
in East Germany. 

The two German states — at West 
Germany’s initiation — also have 
scheduled talks on setting up a mon- 
etary union, which would introduce 
West Germany's powerful Deutsche 
mark as the currency for both coun- 
tries. 

That would mark a significant step 
toward unification.

BRUSSELS, Feb 14, (Rentier j: Prospects of striking 
a deal in world talks on liberalising trade axe bright- 
ening, Australia’s minister for trade negotiations 
said today.

AS discussed briefly in a previous article, domestic 
property seems to hold a very strong appeal Tor 
expatriates and. to my mind, often unjustifiably so. 
The main reason for this appeal is that we have 9eao 
consistent price rises over the. past ten to fifteen 
years — there have been temporary lulls, of course, 
btrt the trend neariyew^^ East Texas) 

has been a healthy upwards one. 

Overall, the year on year compound growth rate 
has been about 11 per cent or 12 per cent — prices 
doubling in about six years or thereabouts. (Price 
doubles in six years at a compound growth rate of 
12.3 per cent). Well, now, that does not appear at 
first sight anything to get widly excited about, since 
you can get reason why it is so exciting is a little 
factor called leverage or gearing. Nearly all of ns 
indulge in it and, for those who don’t understand 
how it works, here goes. 

Jones (or Smith or Robinson) has been house 
prices climbing in his home town and is worried 
about what be will have to shell out from his hard- 
earned store of shekels when he goes back borne. 
However, he has 20,000 of these in his Offshore 
Bank Account. He decides he will buy a house hack 
home and rent H oht until he's ready to go back and 
occupy it Houses cost 100.000 shekels so he puts 

20.000 down and borrows 80,000. For this he pays 

10.000 shekels a year. 

Fortunately, he finds a tenant willing to pay 

1.000 shekels a month for the privilege of Bring in 
this houseso he’s happy — agent’s fees, etc. account 
for 2,000 shekels a year and everything is in balance. 
However, that particular year, property goes up at 
home by 20 per cent and so, one year later, his house 
was worth 120,000. Now he sells, repays 80,000 
and. low and behold he's left with 40, 000 shekels m 
his hot and stickly little paw. Magic isn't it? He's 
doubled his money in a single year and it’s all done 
with gearing, not mirrors. He’s had a 100 per cent 
profit although his property has only increased by 
20 percent*— all because he has geared np by five to - 
one. 

<hrthcrother^lec£ihd equation^ the value could 
fall by 10 percent and the house stand empty fora 
year and, if he sells the deal has lost him 10,000 in 
mortgage interest plus 10.000m Capital Loss (Ring 
any bdls?). with your luck, that will never happen to 
you, or has it? However, the risk crisis and it is a 
good habit to cultivate to try to nuniimre that risk. 

Firstly, try to concentrate on property which is in 
demand for letting and is of a type which is easily 
rentable. Landlords have difficulty selling long 
leases on igloos in southern Spain and an outdoor, 
unheated swimming pool won't add much to the 
value of a house in Spitsbergen. 

Secondly, do employ theservicesofa good agent 
back home to let your house for you — they don’t 


come cheap but are stiD a lot cheaper than a longish 
void in tenacy. 

Thirdly, shop around for your mortgage and 
here is where f may surprise one or two of you 
international folks — go shopping for your mort- 
gage internationally. 

For the benefit of you Britons that “Fog in 
Channel. — Continent isolated" attitude could be 
costing you a lot of money. Yes. it's true, Swiss and 
German mortgages can cost as little as 6 per cent 
and mortgage terms can go op to a hundred years. 
Can I have some of this magic you ask yourself? The 
answer’s yes, but there's a stone in this plum also — 
not so large as to be indigestible, but present non- 
etheless. The afone is, of rourse, currently exchange 
rates, but here again it is possible to minimis e thm 
risk as I will show later on. 

Now to get down to a case study. I will take 
London as the property site, though is could just as 
well as Sydney, Stockholm or Scotland. A., worried 
about th e e scala t ion in house prices, decided to buy 
last year, although he doesn’t expect to live in 
Britain for another six or, perhaps, seven years.

Is the risk worthwhile? I would say it is, but then I 
can not make the decisions for anyone but myself. 

As in any form of financial planning, it is important 
to weigh up all possible eventualities and to con- 
riderwhat escape lanes arc, should things go wrong. 
Maximum flexibility should be built in from outset 
and here, since the loan can be continued indefin- 
itely, ituiximum use can be made of the tax-free - 
offshore growth potential inherent in the Invest-

With the free movement of capital within the

Move to settle possible criminal charges 


Alaska oil spill deals in the works 



ANCHORAGE. Alaska, Feb 14, (UPI): The US 

Sf^MttnExxon Corp. to settle possible crinmal 
charges from the nation's worst oil spill and to create 
an Exxon-funded trust to restore spill damage, 
according to a US government source. 

In complex behind-the-scenes negotiations, 
federal authorities are bargaining with Exxon over 
the company’s potential criminal liability arising 
out of the spill from (he Exxon Valdez on March 24 
in Alaska’s JPrince William Sound. 

Federal officials also are working on a separate 
agreement with the state of Alaska to create a trust 
fund for the huge cash settlement anticipated from 
Exxon in a plea bargain. 

The prospect of a plea bargain between Exxon 
and the Justice Department was confirmed by 
United- States International through a confidential 
government source. 

There are independent negotiations between the 
US government and Alaska to create an oil spiQ 
restoration fund -with money obtained from Exxon. 
Alaska Attorney-General Douglas Baily said in an 


either set of negotiations. 

Alaska is not engaged in negotiations with Exxon, 
Bafiy said. 

But B&ify said Alaska was “close to an 
agreement" with the federal government “about a 
joint arrangement for litigation with Exxon” that 
also involves restoration funds. 

Efforts to establish a joint federal-slate trust fund 
for an Alaska oil spill restoration programme — 
funded by whatever money could be obtained from 
Exxon through litigation or settlement — have been 
in the works For months, Baily said. 

However, pressure to create such a trust has 
appeared to increase as a federal grand jury criminal 
probe of the 03 spill drew towarda conclusion and 
plea bargaining began. 

Following the Exxon spin, the FBI began inves- 
tigating, the Justice Department opened an environ- 
mental crimes office in Anchorage and a federal 
grand jury was empanelled.

Sweeping austerity package 

STOCKHOLM, Feb 14, (UPI): Sweden’s social democratic minority government yesterday shocked 
the country, announcing a sweeping austerity package which the opposition dubbed the declaration 
of an economic state of emergency. 

In a 1990-1991 proposal pul before parlianMut Thursday , Fmance Minister Kjeli-OlofFeldt called 
for a two-year freeze on wages, prices and municipal taxes, mandatory arbitration and a ban on 
strikes. 

Wildcat strikers would be forced to pay 5000 krona (S800) in fines, and companies win pay 
allowances during the first two weeks of employee Alness in a measure designed to save the state nine 
bfllion krona (SI 3 billion). 

“If parliament turns down any of the suggestions, the government wiD resign,” Prime Minister 
Ingvar Carisson said Thursday m an attempt to bulldozer the measures through a reluctant house. 

“The social democrats won’t administer a deteriorating economy. We w31 not accept our 
suggestions being felled in parliament,” said Carisson. 

“We're rushing at full speed into a cost crias and we suggest the package is introduced 
immediately," Feldt told parliament Thursday.

“While those of the East bloc are taking off the socialist strait-jacket and introducing market 
economies, the Swedish government is going the other way,” Tobisson said. 

Sweden is fighting one of Europe's highest inflations at 6.7 per cent while several unions have 
demanded major wage increases. Inflation for 1990 is forecast at up to nine per cent and latest figures 
from Sweden's department of statistics show industrial wages rose 10 J per cent last year.

US, Soviet negotiators optimistic about new trade accord 


WASHINGTON. Feb 14, (AP): US 
and Soviet trade negotiators expressed 
satisfaction today with the progress 
made in their first round of talks aimed 
at wiping away nearly a half-century of 
trade friction between the two super- 
powers. 

Deputy US Trade Representative 
Julius Katz said he was confident a new 
trade agreement can be negotiated in 
time for President George Bush and 
Soviet President Mikhail Gorbachev to 
sign at their summit meeting in June. 

"I don't have any doubt that we can 
gel the job done," he told reporters. 
“There was nothing that came up that 
presents an insuperable obstacle. 

Chief Soviet negotiator Yuriy 
Chumakov also expressed optimism, 
although he said more progress could 


have been made if the Americans had 
been able to present a draft treaty for 
review during the two days of talks. The 
Soviets did present a draft document 
for discussion. 

“From our perspective, we think 
these negotiations have gone fairly 
well," he said. “At least each side got a 
feeling about what the opposite tide 
expects from il." 

Kaiz said that the nett round of 
discussions had been tentatively 
scheduled for the last week in February 
with a follow-up round of talks in 
Vienna on March 20. 

Negotiation of a wide-ranging trade 
agreement was a primary goal establi- 
shed during the Bush-Gorbachev sum- 
mit last December in Malta. 

The Bush administration hopes that 


normalising trade with the Soviet 
Union will jrovide economic support 
to the sweeping political reforms Gor- 
bachev has instituted. 

US officials predict two-way trade 
between thetwocoimtziescoulddouble 
or even triple over tire next three years 
witha new agreement, although private 
economists doubt that assessment, 
given the numerous troubles plaguing 
the Soviet economy. 

In the first H months of 1989, US 


while Soviet sales in the United States, 
primarily of petroleum and consumer 
items such as vodka and furs, totalled 
S6 58 million. 

The trade treaty would be used to 
grant the Soviet Union “Most 


Favoured Nation status," qualifying it 
for the lowest tariffs available to any 
other country. Soviet exports into the 
United States currently bear duties as 
much as 10 times higher than imports 
from other nations. 

By one estimate, the price of Soviet 
vodka could drop by SI .25 per bottle 
with the lower tariffs. 

The higher duties are a result of the 
1974 Jackson-Vanik amendment, 
which Congress passed in retaliation 
for the refusal of the Soviet government 
to allow Soviet Jews and other dis- 
sidents to leave tire country. 

As negotiators in Washington 
focused on a new Soviet trade treaty, 
other administration officials were 
preparing for meetings today and 
tomorrow in Paris, where the United 


States will seek to forge a co-ordinated 
strategy with its Western allies for eas- 
ing curbs on high technology exports to 
Eastern Europe. 

The discussions will be held under 
the auspices of the 17-nation co-ordin- 
ating committee on multilateral export 
controls, known as Cocom. This group 
sets the rules for selling goods with 
possible military applications to com- 
munist nations. 

Last month, the Bush administration 
said it supported increased sales of 
advanced computers, telecommunica- 
tions equipment and machine tools to 
each European nations that have rejec- 
ted their communist governments. 

The administration plan rang for 
eased curbs on high technology sales to 


take place in stages, with Hungary and 
Poland to be the first countries to ben- 
efit. But restrictions would still be 
imposed on the sale of the products to 
the Soviet Union and spot inspections 
would ensure that goods intended for 
Eastern Europe were not later shipped 
to the Soviets.

LONDON, Feb 14, (Reuter): The 
World Bank launched a $1.5 
bUKon global bond today to raise 
more funds to channel to the 
world’s poorer nations.

Bonds are used by major cor- 
poration, countries and inter- 
national organisations to raise 
money and are sold to investors 
because they pay interest. 

The World Bank, which has 
long been regarded as the main big 
borrower in the world's financial 
markets, developed the global- 
bond concept itscdf.

Bourse will be open to overseas investors 


CASABLANCA, Morocco, Feb 14, 
(Reuter): Morocco, already boasting 
one of the most liberal economies in the 
developing world, is about to throw 
open its tiny stock exchange to overseas 
investors. 

The government wants to attract 
foreign capital into Casablanca's little- 
known bourse Des Valeurs to ensure 
the success of a bold privatisation plan. 

On most days a dozen or so dealers 
lounge around chatting and reading 
newspapers while prices which change 
little from day to day are chalked up on 
a big blackboard at the end of the 
dealing room. 

But all that could change under 
reforms due to receive final govern- 
ment approval in the next few weeks. ■ 


The reforms will allow foreigners to 
hold 100 per cent stakes in many state 
companies to be floated over the next 
few years. 

Foreign firms with or. without a 
Moroccan base will be able to apply for 
a listing. 

Bourse officials say the reforms 
amount to Lhe biggest shake-up of the 
stock exchange since it was created in 
1929 during a French protectorate that 
ended in 1956. 

“The bourse will be open to foreig- 
ners without any limit ... there will be 
transparence, total liberty to trade by 
internationals, nationals, residents or 
non-residents,” bourse president 
Abderrazaq Laraki told Reuters.

JAKARTA, Feb 14, (AP): A Taiwanese pledge to 
move in dozens of factories and teach entrepren- 
eurial skills to Indonesians spotlights the growing 
influx of Taiwanese industrialists attracted to low- 
cost Indonesia. 

“These businesses can no longer afford the high 
labour costs of Taiwan. They want to move 
immediately," said Hussein Armpuddra, senior adv- 
isor to the Indonesian Private Business Council 
(DPSN), a private group that signed a recent pact 
with Taiwan’s General Association of Industry. 

The agreement is Taiwan's most dramatic com- 
mitment yet to Indonesia, the developing southeast 
Asian nation located north of Australia. The 
Archipelago is netting an increasing number of 
industrial plants leaving East Asia in search oflower 
wages and trade privileges. 

“Indonesia is very competitive for attracting big 
projects because labour cost is low, politics are 
stable and. there is a large domestic market,” said 
Calvin Chen, spokesman for the Taipei Economic 
and Trade Office in Jakarta. 

Taiwanese factory workers command a minimum 
monthly paycheck of more than $600, largely 
because of a labour shortage, Chen said. In Jakarta, 
labour is abundant and the official factory min- 
imum wage is $42 a .month, which includes an 
allowance for food and transportation. 

In addition, land is cheap, making it possible to 
build large factories. And there are natural resour- 
ces for industries such as rattan, rubber, woodwork 
and pulp and paper, Chen said. 

Labor-intensive firms prefer Indonesia, while 
high-tech plants requiring highly skilled workers 
tend to move to Malaysia or the Philippines, Chen 
said. 

The outlook is not cloud-free, however, as some 
Taiwanese wony about the protective rekindling 


of diplomatic ties between Indonesia and the Peo- 
ple's Republic of China. Taiwan and Indonesia have 
no diplomatic relations. 

For the past year. Indonesian and Chinese 
negotiators have been discussing Lhe re-establish- 
ment of relations severed in 1967, after Indonesia 
blamed China for backing a failed coup that led to 
the do wnf all of President Su karoo . China has stead- 
fastly denied the accusation. 

Indonesia's President Suharto signalled an end to 
the freeze last year. 

Foreign investment commitments in Indonesia 
rose by 300 per cent in 1988 to $4.4 billion, with a 
fifth of that coming from Taiwan. Total foreign 
commitments in 1989 climbed to $4.7 billion. 
Taiwan's share of that declined largely because the 
entire cost of an $800 million pulp and paper mill 
was counted in 1988. 

The 46 projects coming from Taiwan in 1989 
nearly tripled the 1 988 ally of 1 7 projects. Last year’s 
commitments were valuedat $1 58 million. The $916 
million pledge of 1988 was comprised largely of the 
$800 million pulp and paper mill, P.T. Lida Kiat, 
which has started operating in Sumatra. *. 

Trade relations between Taiwan and Indonesia 
are strengthening. In March, Indonesia starts ship- 
ping $450 bilHon a year of liquefied natural gas to 
Taiwan. 

. More than 2,000 Taiwanese factory technicians 
live and work in Indonesia, reflecting the relaxation 
of work visa restrictions formerly placed on Taiwan- 
ese. 

Indonesia’s ongoing effort to restore diplomatic 
ties with Beijing worries some Taiwanese investors. 
For that reason, they seek an investment guarantee 
treaty with the Indonesian government, similar to 
legislation being considered tn Manila. 


Economic growth predicted steady until 2000 

BASEL, Switzerland, Feb 14, (UPI): Western economicgrowth will remain steady through the 1990's 
although rise at asomewhat lower rate than in the 1990's, an international - research agency predicted 
today. 

It said the consequences of changes in Eastern Europe are still unpredictable although West 
Germany in particular faces greater immediate financial outlays. 

“But the long-term consequences are dearly positive," the Prognos Company said. 

It said growth for 19 Western industrial countries will probably average 2-8 per cent in the two 
periods 1988-1994 and 1 994-2000 compared to 3.4 per cent from 1982 to 1988, the Prognos Company 
predicted. * 

Prognos and its associated European Centre for Applied Economic Research said it expects lower 
US rates — dropping from 4.2 per cent in 1982-1988 to 2.6 per cent and 2.7 per cent in the two 
subsequent 6-yeax periods. 

“Long-term European growth expectations will for the first time catch with US prospects," the 
forecast said. “But Japanese growth for its part will remain unbeatable.”

periods 1988-1994 and 1 994-2000, the study said, which all the same will be slightly down on the 4.2 
per cent between 1982 and 1988.

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British ministers spread capitalist gospel in East Europe 


EXCHANGE RATES 
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LON DON. Feb 1 4, ( Reuter): Prime Mini- 
ster Margaret Thatcher, whose Con- 
servative government pioneered the 
privatisation of state industries, is sending 
her trade ministers to Eastern Europe to 
spread the capitalist gospel. 

Junior Trade Minister John Redwood 
said before leaving for Czechoslovakia on 
February 12 that visits were also planned 
to Romania. East Germany. Poland and 
Hungary to drum up business for Britain 
as the former communist economies open 
up to the world. 

"But what happens when wc get there is 
people ask us ‘how have you made things 
work in Britain’,’’ He told Reuters. 
"They've heard about the way we have 
turned round state industries, they've 
heard about privatisation.” 

Thatcher's government has privatised 
29 major businesses so far. rasing £28.6 


billion (S4S billions), and is now planning 
its biggest state sell-off. the flotation of the 
electricity industry. 

The sales have helped the number of 
shareholders in Britain more than triple 
over the last 10 years to around 1 1 million, 
about one quarter of the adult population. 

Other countries from Western Europe 
to the developing world have copied the 
programme, and now East European 
nations are setting off on the same path. 

“In order to have any chance of econ- 
omic success they need private property, a 
law of contract, competition and massive 
privatisation.” Redwood said. 

The Conservatives consider the sale of 
most of the state sector they inherited in 
1979 as one of their main successes, help- 
ing to push government finances into sur- 
plus. 

Companies such as British Steel, which 


once lost £l million ($1.7 million) a day, 
are now profitable although often with 
drastically reduced workforces. 

The privatisation policy remains con- 
troversial in Britain with the opposition 
Labour Party claiming it has amounted to 
a give-away to Conservative supporters. 

But Redwood has no doubts about its 
merits. 

“Privatisation brings competition into 
monopoly areas, improving choice and 
se rvice quality,” he told a conference last 
December at Hungary’s fledgling stock 
exchange. 

“It enables employees to become share- 
holders and governments to raise money 
to repay debt or to re-invesL 

Hungary and Poland are the most 
advanced in Eastern Europe on the privat- 
isation road. 


After Prague, Redwood hopes to visit 
Romania at the end of the month. Plans to 
visit East Germany are in the pipeline. 

Trade and Industry Secretary Nicholas 
Ridley, one of the standard-bearers of 
free-market ideas in Thatcher's cabinet, 
will visit Poland and the Soviet Union in 
March, and Trade Minister Lord Tref- 
game will attend the Leipzig trade fair in 
East Germany that month. 

Agriculture Minister John Glimmer b 
also planning trips to Poland and Hun- 
gary.

Question: A longtime friend says he has good auth- 
ority for a statement that the nicotine in smoke is 
good for lowering cholesterol. He claims he read this 
in a medical magazine, but can’t find the clipping to 
prove it Do you have any information that can help 
us figure this out? 

Answer: You have to be careful when you read 
material about health and medicine. Many words 
seem alike, but are quite different. This is a real case 
of mistaken identity. 

It’s probable that your friend was reading about 
nicotinic arid. Although the name is similar, it has 
nothing to do either with smoke or the nicotine 
found in tobacco. Nicotinic arid also is called niacin, 
as well as vitamin B-3. 

While n frein is commonly used to treat a vitamin 
deficiency disease called pellagra, it's also known to 
be effective in lowering the cholesterol levels in the 
Mood. Niacin is found naturally in meats, eggs, milk 
and dairy products, and is not lost from the food 
during the cooking process. The recomm e n d e d 
, dietary allowance (RD A) for an adult male is about 
1 8 mg per day, while women should have 1 3 mg daily 
(unless they are breast-feeding, in , which case they 
should have 18 mg drily as well). 

To treat pellagra, doses in the range of 300 to 
1,000 milligrams are used. However, some people 
take much higher doses when using niacin to treat 
high cholesterol, as much as three grams a day 
(that's 3,000 milligrams), and at that level, ride 
effects are common. These ride effects include flush- 
ing, a redness of the skin, especially the face and 
neck, and headaches. 

Although niacin is available over the counter as a 
vitamin supplement, it should only be used under 
the supervision of a physician when high doses are 
required for cholesterol control. Your friend won't 
have to search for his clipping now. His claim, based 
upon a bit of misreading, has just gone up in smoke. 
Question: At age 29, 1 have a pea-sized lump above 
my navfcl which hurts when pressed. A friend, an 


emergency medical technician, suggested that it is a 
“strangulated navel” that surgery could correct 
Could yon please explain the term and give me the 
idea as to what could be done? 

Answer: Whenever a loop of bowel, a bit of tissue, or 
organ protrudes through an abnormal opening, the 
abdominal wall in this case, it is called a "hernia.” If 
the blood supply to the protruding tissues becomes 
cut offbecause of swelling or constriction, it is called 
"strangulated.” This is a serious condition, for if it is 
not corrected rapidly, the tissue may become gan- 
grenous. 

An ordinary hernia through the navel is known as 
an "umbilical” hernia. It is most frequently seen in 
newborns, rarely becomes strangulated, and doses 
by itself after several years, rarely requiring surgery. 

If this hernia exists in an adult, it could become 
strangulated, and depending upon the size of the 
opening, could be closed using simple surgical tech- 
niques. 

Another condition that can develop in hernias is a 
situation where the loop ofbowd gets “stuck” in the 
opening and can not be pushed back into the 
abdomen. This is classified as an “incarcerated” 
hernia, and may or may not be strangulated. 

As with so many questions, the answer can only be 
determined after a careful e xaminati on. Itispnambk 
that in your case little need be done, as the hernia 
seems quite small. However. I should adviseyou not 
to let the condition go any longer without real 
medical attention, for the results could be serious. |

Let's hope Hugh Harris doesn’t mind compar- 
isons because he’s being bombarded with them. 

Prince, Terence Trent D’Arby, Roland Gift of 
Fine Young Cannibals and Matvin Gaye will all 
come to mind when one listens to Words Tot years. 
but the comparisons are all complimentary . 

This recording debut for Harris. 25, the British- 
born son of American immigrants, is stunning in its 
maturity. Harris, who only took for Robot Pal- 
mer’s Woke up Laughing plays many of the 
- instruments. 

The sonnd generally is understated (but 
sometimes eerie and spacy) synth -pop that lifts the 
nuances and quivers of Harris’s sensual voice like a 
cool night breeze. 

The album’s highlights are Alice, which Harris 
gives a rock V roll sense of urgency, ‘Love Kicks, 'a 
breathy, moody tune, Mr Woman Lovers Mrs Man, 
an odd look at a contemporary relationship, and 
Rhythm of Life, in which he ranges from a soul sound 
to something straight oat of church.

ROME. (Reuter): Italian Prime 
Minister Giulio Andreotti’s 
attempts to lay to rest a painful 
relic of Italy’s past have revived 
the bitterness of one of the most 
divisive periods of his country’s 
history. 

Andreotti suggested earlier 
this month that there were no 
longer any obstacles to reburying 
Italy's last two kings, Victor 
Emmanuel 111 and Umberto II in 
this country. 

“Personally, I think the time is 
ripe in the sense that the situation 
no longer causes problems...! 
don’t believe there will be any 
objections” Andreotti said in a 
television interview. 

But he sparked a storm by sug- 


gesting that Victor Emmanuel, 
king during the dark days of Fas- 
cist rule, should be laid to rest in 
Rome’s most illustrious 
mausoleum, the Pantheon, 
which holds the tombs of two 
much-loved moaarchs and of 
renaissance Master RapheL 
Republican Posts Minister 
Oscar Mammi, a member of 
Andreottfs coalition cabinet, 
said burying Victor Emmanuel 
in the Pantheon “would mean 
glorifying a head of state who 
stood by and watched, the march 
on Rome (which brought Fascist 
dictator Benito Mussolini to 
power), the colonial adventures, 
the racist laws and the alliances 
which brought Italy to ruin.” 


The leading daily newspaper 
La Repubblica said that for once 
the veteran Andreotti, who has 
been prime minister five times 
before, had misjudged the mood 
of the country. 

“He forgets that 1990 is not 
only Worid Cup year but also 
marks the S0(h anniversary of 
Italy entering the war — the war 
of Mussolini — on the side of 
Hitler’s Nazis, causing this coun- 
try sorrow, indescribable suffer- 
ing, appalUing destruction and, 
as a consequence, a terrible civil 
war,” the paper said in a front 
page editorial 

In a 1946 referendum. Italy 
abolished the monarchy in 
favour of a republic by a margin 


of two million votes. 

Umberto XI had reigned for 
less than a month, following the 
abdication of his father Victor 
Emmanuel, totally discredited 
because of his close association, 
with Mussolini 

Both mon&rchs went into exile 
and their male descendants were 
banned from ever returning. 

Victor Emmanuel is buried in 
Egypt His consort Queen Sena 
and Umberto are buried in 
France. 

Most Italians now regard the 
return of the royal remains as 
overdue, but there is a dear div- 
ision of opinion on whether they 
should be buried beside their 
more illustrious forbears. 


Italian monarchists argue that 
the Pantheon, both by Roman 
Emperor Marcus Agrippa in 27 
BC and consecrated as a Chris- 
tian church in the seventh cen- 
tury, is the royal family’s rightful 
dynastic burial place. 

But their opponents say that 
Victor Emmanuel does not 
deserve to be buried in such exal- 
ted company . The first to turn in 
his Pantheon grave would be Vic- 
tor Emmanuel n, first kina of 
unified Italy, they say. 

If the remains are laid to rest in 
the Pantheon, a place would also 
be reserved for Umberto’s 83 - 
year-old consort Queen Maria 
Jose, who lives m Switzerland.

Sunday. 

“You win the title in the ring 
and y ou lose ii in the ring, "Tyson 
said. “1 wouldn’t want the title on 
a changed decision.... I’m just 
saying Mike isnot going over the 
deep end or anything.” 

King denied he had ever asked 
the World Boxing Association or 
the World Boxing Council to 
withhold recognition. The two 
governing bodies yesterday 
officially recognised Douglas as 
the new world heavyweight 
champion. The International 
Boxing Federation had 
immediately recognised Douglas 
as the champion. 

King said he only protested 
after the eighth round when he 
claims Douglas received a long 
count after Tyson had knocked 
him down.

Holyfield had been scheduled 
to fight Tyson on June 18 in 
Atlantic City and there is wide 
speculation that a deal will be 
made for a Tyson-Douglas fight 
to fill that date, with Holyfield 
taking on the winner in Novem- 
ber. 

Tyson was asked for his 
impressions of the bout after he 
had reviewed the video tape ofhis 
first defeat in 38 fights. 

“Ah, I fought a bad fight,” he 
said, breaking into a wide grin, 
exposing a flash of gold covering 
one of his front teeth. “I don't 
want to take anything away from 
this champ. He fought a great 
fight” 

Tyson was asked if toe had lost 
the intimidation factor. 

“I never used intimidation,” 


Tyson said. “I won fights 
because i was the best fighter in 
the world. I still believe l*m the 
best fighter in the world. Just give 
me another chance." 

■ World Boxing Council 
president Jose Sulaiman, calling 
himself a “Broken man," admits 
he made a mistake in withhold- 
ing recognition of Douglas as 
heavyweight champion, a WBC 
official said yesterday.

McMillan and oiT-spiuoer Dave Rundle. 

Four new Springbok caps have been named in the squad. Marie Rush mere, 
who hammered two undefeated centuries against Gattjng's team in an earlier 
tour match, is included along with talented batsman Daryl Cullmen.

Argentina won their group k 
match 5-3 after India had led 2-A 
in 19 minutes and 3-2 early in the 
second half. 

Indian players were evidently 
upset by placards and chants 
from a small section of the crowd 
protesting at New Delhi's attem- 
pts to suppress a Muslim upris- 
ing in Kashmir. 

The revolt is a major issue in 
Pakistan, which rules part of the 
divided Kashmir region, and 
I Indian players have been given 
special police protection. 

After a shaky start, the Argen- 
tines played with great flair to 
achieve their best ever result over 
India, who will now be lucky to 
qualify for the semifinals after 
earning only one point from two 
games. 

Lax Argentine defence helped 
India to an eariy 2-0 lead with 
goals by Jude Felix, from a long 
comer m the seventh min ute, and 
Jagbir Singh in the 19th. 

Fernando Ferrara, a 23-year- 
old living in Spain, brought 
Argentina back mto the game, 
played in swirling fog, with two 


‘ goals. The second, in the 33rd
